NAPLES, June 7—Allied tanks and infantrymen are driving the Germans 
in disorderly retreat along a broad front north of Rome and are closing in on 
Vivitavecchia, 40 miles northwest of the capital, it was announced today. 


Official sources said Fifth Army ‘* 


forces were racing far beyond the 
capital along the four main high- 
ways radiating out of Rome to 
the north, riding roughshod over 
scattered German rear guards 
left behind by the fleeing 14th 
army. 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion as to how far the Allied spear- 
heads were from Civitavecchia, the 
main seaport for Rome, but the an- 
nhouncement said they were “ap- 
proaching” the city—suggesting the 
Allies were within striking distance.

Govt. Plans Farm 
Loan Guarantees 


OTTAWA, June 7.— (CP) — Fin- 
ance Minister Isley said last night 
in the Commons that under the 
Farm Loans Improvement Act 
which the goveriment proposes to 
introduce, the government will 
guarantee part of individual loans 
provided the loans do not exceed 
$3,000, 

The banks would be allowed to 
make loans of any amount but 
those above the maximum would 
not be guaranteed by the govern- 
ment against loss. Loans made 
under the act would be made at 
five per cent interest. 


To encourage the bank to make 
the loans the government would 
guarantee 10 per cent of loans 
totalling up to $250,000,000 over

Land in Greece 


LONDON, June 7—(CP)—The 
Turkish home radto service quot- 
ing the Berlin radio, said last 
night that at noon today Allied 
motorized troops landed at Patras 


in Greece, Earlier the Sofia radio

The Berlin radio assertion was 


not heard by any British listening 
service. 


ANKARA, June 7—(AP)—Ankara 
buzzed last night with reports of 
an Allied landing in the Peloponne- 
sus and, although there was no of- 
ficial confirmation, responsible 
quarters said it could be true now 
or shortly. 

(Peloponnesus (island of Pelops) 
is that part of Greece south of the 
isthmus of Corinth and is a poten- 
tial Allied stepping stone to the Bal- 
kan mainland.) 

A high source said, however, 
that an Allied landing here would 
not change Turkey’s neutrality at 
this time. Turkish roads are closed 
to foreigners. A considerable part 
of the Turkish army is on its an- 
nual manoeuvres. 


Opening of the western front in 
Europe was heard in Ankara with 
interest, but without manifesta- 
tions. 

(Later the United Nations radio 
at Algiers said Berlin had broadcast 
an Ankara report that Allied troops 
had landed at Patras on the north- 
west coast of the Peloponnesus. The 
German broadcast also quoted re- 
ports from Sofia as saying that Al- 
lied air activity over Greece had 
been very heavy.)

beach. 

MANY CLEARED AWAY 

However, the assault went in 
just as the tide began to rise and 
many of these obstacles were 
cleared away by engineers before 
water covered them, enabling fol- 
low-up craft to beach and unload. 

The Canadians suffered some 
casualties from machine guns, 
mortars and artillery fire. 

By 10 a.m. the Canadians were 
about 1,000 yards inland and go- 
ing strong, meeting only small 
pockets of Germans. 

The first prisoners taken were 
identified as belonging to a coastal} 
defence unit. 

On other parts of the front near 
us the operation is moving along. 
Canadian and British airborne 
troops did a good job when they} 
dropped and came in by gliders at} 
3:30 a.m. They captured and held! 
several important bridges. 


EFFECTIVE SUPPORT 

Cruisers provided the Canadians | 
with very effective support. One 
cruiser knocked out a troublesome 
battery about a mile and a half 
from the coast with six direct hits. 

Enemy tanks are reported about 
10 or 15 miles south of the beach- 
head and some of the enemy’s 
transport also is moving. 

The French coast still is wreath- 
ed in smoke driving far down the 
Channel. In some bombarded 
towns fires are burning and de- 
stroyers and support craft still 
are prowling up and down the 
coast to finish off anything else 
that may show up. 

Allied air cover over the fleet 
and beachhead is very complete. 
Every few minutes Spitfires or 
Lightnings sweep past in the sun- 
shine which has now come out. 
The wind shows signs of abating.

4,000 large ships and 7,000 smaller craft. 
The landing was covered by warcraft from 
battleships to destroyers, which threw a 
hail-storm of shells against the fortifica- 
tions of the West Wall, while 11,000 war- 
planes hammered in relays at enemy com- 
munication lines and strong points. The 
Invasion had begun. 

So far as surprise can be possible in an 
event so long foreseen and so freely pub- 
licized, there were indications that the time 
and place took the Nazi commanders some- 
what unaware. The initial resistance was 
said to be less than had been expected. 
The luftwa‘fe was not present in strength. 
The promised havoc that was to be in- 
flicted on troopships and landing barges 
by shore batteries did not materialize. 
Berlin admitted at daybreak that the in- 
vaders were ten miles inland, and that four 
divisions of paratroops had been dropped 
far back from the coast. These are signs 
that the landings certainly were not ex- 
pected in that particular area at that par- 
ticular time; They at least show that the 
secret had been well kept, and that advance 
information had not reached the enemy. 

No person of course will be foolish 
enough to suppose that this presages an 
easy ousting of the Nazis from France. 
They are strongly entrenched there. They 
have spent four years preparing to throw 
back just such an attack. Perhaps nowhere 
in the world have so much time and labor 
ever been spent in building defences to a 
supposedly impregnable standard, The Ma- 
ginot line and the Siegfried line together 
were less extensive and less formidable. 
Hitler intended that France should forever 
remain a dependency of the Reich, and all 
that ingenuity could devise and industry 
accomplish was built into the West Wall. 
And behind this wall every art of cajolery 
and intimidation has been employed to re- 
concile the French people to perpetual 
servitude. It is only reasonable to suppose 
,that hard fighting, and plenty of it, lies 
ahead of our invasion forces. 

But neither is anything to be gained by 
anticipating a repetition of the long-drawn 
and bloody campaigns which took place in 
northern and eastern France during the 
First World War. Time alone will show 
what strength of manpower the Fuehrer 
can throw into this theatre, without fatally 


the Caesars by knocking the British Em- 
pire to pieces? No one knows, 

The scene in the Palazzo seems to have 
typified the reception which Romans gave 
to the Allied troops. Everywhere theire 
were cheering throngs, waving of flags, 
proffers of wine, and kissing galore. No 
doubt about it, the people of the liberated 
capital were in happy mood. They knew 
the miseries of regimented hunger were 
past or about to pass, that the right to 
live their own lives and to choose their own 
governing authority was to be restored to 
them, and they left no question as to how 
they regarded this change in their fortunes. 

But one correspondent observes that 
Allied soldiers wondered whether their 
welcomers “couldn't have harnessed some 
of this emotional force to help oust the 
Germans”, It would be interesting to know, 
though we never shall know, how many 
Fascists turned democrats the night the 
Allies marched in. 


Dr. Goebbels did not inform his home 
hearers that the Allies had landed in 
France for some hours after the news had 
been broadcast to the outside world, That 
doesn’t seem to confirm his recent claims 
that the Nazis were awaiting the announce- 
ment with feverish impatience.

Plant Releases 
1,100 Employees 


An additional 1,100 employees 
have been laid off by the Aircraft 
Repair Ltd. plant here, since the 
big lay-off some months ago, which 
totalled more than 2,400 persons, 
according to National Selective 
service officials of Edmonton. 

Officials would say nothing defin- 
ite in regard to further lay-offs, 
but they did say it had been indi- 
cated there might be a few more 
from time to time.

In the late afternoon, I went with

57th street. Mr. John Becker plan- 
ned and executed the exhibit, 
which is remarkably good because | 
it is so simple. 

The photographic material and | 
very clear texts are mounted on | 
large cardboard baeks and can be | 
easily understood. The whole thing 
is contained in a comparatively 
small room. 

The cost of each such exhibit is

In addition, the exhibit has been 
shown at. the Henry Street settle- 
ment in New York; Groton school, 
Groton, Mass.; the Co-operating | 
committee Against Race Discrimi- 
‘nation; the New York Council of 
Fair Employment Practices; the 
Catholic Inter-Racial Council; the 
Architects, Engineers, Chemists 
and Technicians Union, Chapter 31; 
and some eight other places, both

In the evening, I went to see the 
play, “The Searching Wind,” writ- | 
ten by Miss Lillian Hellman, with | 
Cornelia Otis Skinner, Dennis King, 
Dudley Diggs, Barbara O'Neil and 
Arnold Korff playing the chief 
parts. The last scene, to me, was 
the biggest and most moving 
scene of the play, and I thought 
Montgomery Clift played it extra- 
ordinarily well. 

The political parts of the play 
were painful, because they pointed 
the usual moral which we like to 
ignore. We compromise, we hesi- 
tate, we do not speak out on our 
convictions, and the younger gen- 
erations pay for the lack of vision 
and courage shown by their elders, 
Do we learn, I wonder?

It provides for a cloak room, 
coal bin, hallway and cupboards 
and hot air heating 


HELD NOT ADEQUATE 

W. Bullock, spokesman for 
committee stated the delegation 
felt the proposed school was not 
adequate in size for the number 
of pupils that would have to be 
accommodated. It would be over- 
crowded, ill heated and would 
merely serve as & means to delay 
construction of a new school, he 
said, 

“It was the general feeling of 
the delegation,” he said, “that 
whereas the tax rate was low, they 
felt it was adequate if not in ex- 
cess of the value being received. 
In the city schools there are 12 
grades taught and only 6 grades 
were needed here. 

“Surely there is enough money 
available to build a school 
the requirements we ask, as just 
recently the excess money was 


put into bonds. You must be 
taxing in excess of the need,” 
he said. 


It was also pointed out that the 
board promised to take into con- 


sideration, plans for a three-room | 
school that would meet the need of | 
community | 


the community. The 
had brought this proposal before 
the board some time ago, and it was 
thought that these plans had not 
been thoroughly considered, it was 
stated, 


ONLY TEMPORARY | 


Trustee W. G. McConachie ex- 
plained that this was only a tem- 
porary building and consequently | 
they were only making a one-room | 
school which could be easily mov- 
ed, when necessary. 

“We cannot get value for our | 
money now, he said. “We are only 
recciving about 50 cents on the 
dollar. That means the cost and 
materials are away out of propor- | 
tion to the money put into them.” 

“We do not wish to waste and 
fritter away foolishly, what 
money we have. We hope to do 
better later,” said Trustee A. E. 
Ottewell. “I can assure you 
ladies and gentlemen that the 
Proposition submitted by you was 
duly considered but it just didn’t 
fit in according to what we want 
at this time,” he said. 

Trustee R. L. Sutherland said: 
“In all probability we could not 
get a permit to build a school as 
proposed, and for another thing, 
the shifting of ‘the population of 
the city makes it necessary to have 
a portable building or buildings at 
our disposal to move where neces- 
sary.” 

All present agreed that the situ- 
ation was not an ideal one and | 
would not be until a larger school | 
was built.

Mr. Ottewell said the school | 
board was doing everything pos- 
sible to satisfy the people of every 
district to some extent, and with 
the restricted amount of resources 
he felt they were doing as best 
they could for the Forest Heights | 
district.

New Moderator Aviation Act 
Baptist Group | Amendments — 
Named at Meet 


Before House 


OTTAWA, June 7—(C P)— 
Amendments to the Aeronautics 
act designed to carry out the re- 
cently announced new govern- 
ment policy on civil aviation in 
Canadz, were introducd last night 
in the Commons by Munitions 
Minister Howe. | 
As forecast they provide that no 

licence for a commercial air service | 
shall be issued to any person “En- | 
gaged in the transport of goods or 
passengers for hire or reward by 
means other than aircraft unless 
the governor-in-councol is of opin- 


ion that it is in the public interest 
that such a licence be issued.” 


TO EFFECT RAILWAYS 


This clause will effect the inten- 
tion announced by Mr. Howe last 
March of requiring the railway com- 
panies to separate themselves from 
air services, the C.P.R. from Can- 
adian Pacific Airlines and the C.N. | 
R. from Trans-Canada Airlines. 

Another clause provides that 
licences now in effect shall be 
deemed to be issued under the 
new legislation but shall cease 
to be valid on and after the ter- 
mination of the war in Europe. 

That was the deadline announced 

earlier for separation of railways | 

from air services. 

The principal object of the 
measure is the creation of an air 
transport board which will consist | 
of three members, appointed for 
periods of 10 years. 

In addition to taking over the, 
licencing and regulatory functions | 
in respect to aviation now exercised | 
by the board of transport commis-| 
sioners the new board will: |
